RIDICULOUS EXPLAHATIONS 

Being In UFOlogy for orer Forty-one years has some serious iaplioatlons. One of 
them is being able to recall aost of the down-right ridiculous explanations glren to 
the sightings of UFOs. Most of these explanations were glren by the Air Force or In- 
restigators for the Air Force. 

The first ones I can recall are the explanations giren in June and July of 1947 
after the UFO enlgaa first started. It was said that all these people yho were see¬ 
ing the flying discs were Just seeing "weather balloons" or the Rary's new "Skyhook 
balloons." 

Then, in August of 1991» ^ group of unlrersity professors spotted a foxaation of 
blue-green lights in the night sky aorlng froa north to south. The lights reappeared 
continuously for sereral ds^s. The lights were witnessed by hundreds of oitisens, 
one of which was Gary Hart, Jr., a freshaan in college who took two pictures with a 

caaera. The explanation giren was "hi^ flying birds reflecting the aercury 
rapor lights of the olty." 

During the large flap of 1992 we were told "that we were hallucinating" or "see¬ 
ing misinterpretations of oonrentlonal aircraft." 

Also in 1992 Chief Petty Officer Delbert C. Newhouse with his wife took about 30 
feet of notion picture film with his hoM norle camera of unknown objects. The ex¬ 
planation here was "rery white birds reflecting sunlight." 

In 1964 during a brilliant display where thousands of people on the Texas-Okla- 
hona border saw flints of UFOs, they were told by a representatire of the Air Force 
they were "watching the stars in the constellation of Orion." The Air Force stayed 
with this explanation despite being told by a young boy in the seventh grade that at 
the time of the sightings Orion would not rise above the horlson for another three 
hours. 

Two years later a group of college students were watching a UFO making contact 
with the earth near Hillsdale, Michigan. The explanation came five days later by the 
then Air Force UFO debunker, J. Allen Hynek. He stated to the news media that "what 
these students were watching was nothing more than swamp gas." 

In 1981 a spectacular light lit up the early morning Florida sky on the 19th of 
April. The flash of blue light was visible from the Keys to the I^nhandle. Coast 
Guard Petty Officer Chris Nettles in Miami said that after receiving numerous inquires 
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about tho aysterlous light ho oallod the Clrll ])efenBe National Vaxnla^ Center In 
Olnej, Maryland. The explanation they gare was "the I^ld Meteor Shower." 

▲11 In allf our lir Force has glren eoae pretty funny explanations In the past. 
There were temperature Inrerslonst searchlights on clouds» sun dogs, noon dust, Ima¬ 
gination, stars, planets, and eren Just seeing things. But the best explanation of 
all Is as follows. VAien I first read It I nearly fell off ay chair laughing. 

There was a sighting that took place on January 11, 1988 in Conklin, New York. 
Witnesses said the object was first seen at 6:30 IM. "The object had bluish-green 
lights and remained In one spot for sereral minutes before moTing on." One witness's 
son took three photos of the stationary objeot. The lights on the object were "twink¬ 
ling on and off." The object Itself was "brl^t and glowing." 

But a National Weather Seirlce official said "Unusual astrological condltlcns 
this year" could be the object people were seeing. Bo you belioTe that statement? 
Srerytlme I re-read It, I start laiaghing all orer again. I've really heard them all 
now. (Manak's Notebook Written By Ulan J. Manak). 

POREMOfT mumc THI9 IffUP 

(EDITOR'S NOTE: Our "Foremost Sighting This Issue", chosen by Allan J. Manak, Is 
from a newspaper article written by Allan A. Seller. The article and accompaning 
Illustration was In the 23 November 1988 Pike Rress of Pittsfield, Illinois.) 

Numerous Pike County residents have reported seeing strange low-level aerial 
ll^ts on two different ni^ts within less than a week earlier this month. 

Soiu of the ll^ts were seen Nov. 2. Others were seen Nov. 6. 

In all cases the lights were described as "very bright" and arranged in a hori¬ 
zontal line. The sittings were reported from north of Grlggsville, near Detroit, 
and southeast of Pittsfield. All the observers reported that the lights suddenly dis¬ 
appeared. One reported that at one time they faded slowly like a dimmed lamp. Only 
one observer reported seeing any struotural object, but she saw what appeared to be 
panes of glassed windows. Most reported hearing no sound In connection with what they 
saw. 

Following are the reports the Pike Rress was able to check out. Other nai»s sub¬ 
mitted could not be reached: 

Tom Coulson says that about 6 pm on Wednesday, Nov. 2 he was bringing his son Ty¬ 
ler home from basketball practice. He drove Into his drive at the very northwest cor¬ 
ner of Grlggsville. 

"There, suspended above the field behind ay house at a distance of perhaps a quar¬ 
ter mile were five yellow lights In an almost perfect horizontal row. They were not as 
large as street lights, but were prominent. 

"Neither of us took ovir eyes off them while we exited the car and started walking 
toward the back yard. When we had gone about 30 feet, all five ll^ts suddenly went 
out as though a switch had been thrown. The 
evening was very dark by then and we oould see 
nothing in the sky after the lights went out. 

"A few minutes later we saw a pair of Iden- 
tloal lights northwest of us, a trifle higher. 

These two ll^ts appeared to be at the same In¬ 
terval as the five had been, as though we were 
seeing Just two of five. Then, the northernmost 
of these two ll^ts went out and a moment later 
another ccuie on at about the same interval, but 
to the south of the one still on. Then both 
went out. 

"Whereas the first series of five ll^ts 
behind our house had gone out suddenly like a 
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switch bad been thzowRy those two to the northwest went out Just a little sore slow¬ 
ly, as thou^ a rheostat had been turned do%m quickly." 

Coulson says that after a tslnute, the ll^t reappeared to the northwest rery 
low, Just north of town and appearing to be moring east across 107» novln^ behind 
trees - a row of ll^ts aorlng smoothly and silently across the north edge of town. 

Coulson says he learned the next day of a number of other similar sittings a- 
round Maysrrllle and a little later near Detroit, leading Coulson to believe It came 
from the west, went around Grlggsville, and then south. 

Except for the date being six nights earlier, Coulson's account parallels close¬ 
ly that of Sarah Lipcaaan, idio was going home the evening of Hov. 8 on the New Salem 
blacktop and between the Webel Peed comer and Don Velboume's house she saw several 
"bright* brl^t" ll^ts In a horlsontal line. She saw the ll^ts four different times 
as she drove toward New Salem. 

A standing frel^t train blocking the highway at the railroad crossing south of 
New Salem, Induced her to turn around and take a different route hosw. Headed south, 
she then saw the lights to her left, as did her seven year old son, Evan, who was In 
the car with her. He said It was not an airplane and was bigger than a Jet plane. 

Krs. Llpcaman said the lights would "Just shut off", then come back on. She could 
detect no structural body with the lights. 

Ton and Mary Bunting experienced their sightings Nov. 2, the same nl^t as the 
Coulson slating. 

Bunting said he and his wife were headed Into Pittsfield from their farm south¬ 
east of Pittsfield about dusk. As they neared the Ed House home near Pittsfield they 
saw a four or five horizontal rectangular shaped red ll^ts "somewhere over Pittsfield.” 
The Buntings stopped their car and thought they heard sounds like a helicopter. They 
rolled down the windows to avoid any reflection and then saw the ll^ts disappear In¬ 
stantly, later seeing two very large red lights In the north sky. One trailed away, 
leaving a red "tall." The other Just disappeared. The Buntings saw no form to any 
kind of object attached to the lights. 

Similar sightings were reported by Jack and Shirley Thomas the same nl^t as the 
Buntings' experience. 

The Thomases had driven to a farm property near Time and were retumlxig to their 
farm home southeast of Pittsfield around 6 pm. 

They were taking a short cut and crossing a small bridge when they saw "brilliant 
ll^ts" and the outline of small windows "all lit up" above the tree tops. Mrs. Thomas 
describes the ll^ts as "white and yellow." 

They pulled off the bridge, backed up, and still saw the ll^ts. "Then, In the 
blink of an eye. It was gone," says Mrs. Thomas. 

When they got home, Mrs. Thomas said to her husband, "You draw a picture of what 
you saw and I'll draw one of what I saw." Mrs. Thomas said the drawings were the same. 
She called her grandson, Jeremy, 13, vho lives nearby. She said he had seen what he 
described as "fireworks.” 

Mrs. Thomas called the state police and they advised her to call Scott Air Force 
Base, which she did. They encouraged her to call another number, but she apparently 
got the wrong number from Scott as she could not reach anybody else. 

Mrs. Thomas said Tony Bauer also reported a similar slating the same night. 

Wayne and Margaret Butler also saw two to six flashing lights In the sky "lower 
than an airplane" since there were two airplanes at a higher altitude at the same tlste. 
The Butlers saw the lights around 6 pm but Mrs. Butler was not sure whether It was Nov. 
2 or 6 or another date. 

Lori Hoover also reports a Nov. 2 slating of ll^ts north of Detroit around 3^30 
pm. She said at first she thought they were a pair of headlights coming over the hill. 
She says there was a brl^t ll^t In the center and three on each side. She described 
the color as "red and yellow" and a little higher than the tree tops. She observed 
the ll^ts for perhaps a minute. 

Mrs. Hoover says the lights were stationary. The center light went off first, 
then the others within seconds. She too reported no sound In connection with what she 
saw.

LANLIMG IM ATOKA COUMTY. OKLAHOMA ; 

According to tha Atoka County Times a looal lawman who prefers to reaain anonymous 
due to a potential "eabarrassaant factor," reported seeing, and atteaptlng to photo¬ 
graph, a UPO late on tha avaning of Septaaber 4th, whioh ha stated "was definitely not 
an aircraft." 

At approximately 11:00 Iff that avaning, tha lawman reported raoalving a telephone 
call from a woaan near Blaokjack, who indicated to him that she saw what appesLred to be 
a helloopter in a pasture, possibly landing or unloading people. 

Slnoe she thought it possibly Included an illegal drug operation, she refused to 
give her naaa, according to tha lawman. 

"I was headed down tha road expecting to find a Drug Task Force helicopter, or 
possibly an aircraft in distress," he re¬ 
ported. 

"When I got close to tha area the lady 
described, I thot:ght I saw a fire, and flg- 
Tired I had a downed aircraft in trouble." 

The area of tha encounter was a clear¬ 
ed acreage on the west side of Bently Road, 
approxlaately one laile north of Blackjaok. 

The officer stated that he turned west 
up a crossroad, stopi>ed his vehicle, and 
took a olose look. 

He reported an orange, circular object 
that appeared to be flaming around its out¬ 
side edge. He said that he oouild not esti¬ 
mate its slse accurately. 

"I thou^t possibly it was something 
set up in the field, maybe military. Then 
I realised I oould see stars underneath it 
and I knew it was airborne and wasn't an 

aircraft. I have been around a long time and seen a lot of things, but I never saw 
anything like this." 

He radioed in at 11:09 ^ that he was in the area north of Blackjack. 

He called in again at 11:25 Rl, stating that "this is not a helloopter, not an 
aircraft. . .I'm taking a picture." 

He reports that he lost radio contact shortly after that, and that the dispatcher 
could hear him "key" his mlorophone but could not hear his voice. 

He stated that in his excitement to got a picture with his Polaroid camera, he ac¬ 
cidently took one picture of the ground as he left his vehiole. 
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"Am I tried to get across the ditch and to the fence, I stunhled orer a skunk, 
but it didn't even spray m," he said. 

He reported taking one picture of the object, but as soon as he snapped his 
picture, it left the ground and headed south at a hi^ rate of speed. The officer 
took two sore pictures with the object airborne, and stated that one photograph par¬ 
tially showed the object in an upper comer. 

He later refused to display the photos, stating that he had taken all the laugh¬ 
ter and Jokes froa fellow lawmen that ha oould stand. 

He radioed in at 11:53 ^ that he was back on duty. 

"I don't care what these guys say, I know i^t I saw and it was definately not 
an aircraft," he said later. 

He reported that he oould not sleep, and returned to the area early the next 
noming to look for sooroh narks or any sign that the object had touched the ground. 

"I found what mi^t hare been a soorohed area, but the pastures out there are so 
burned up from the drought that I couldn't tell," he said. 

The property owners, Riillip Allen and his sister, Martha Yates, inspected the 
area of the possible landing on the afternoon of the 6th. She reported a oiroular 
scorched area in the center of the 160 acres approximately four to six feet in dia¬ 
meter. 

"There were tall weeds all over the area, but the weeds in the circle were burnt 
black," she said. 

Hel^bors reported odd beharlor in their animals at approximately the sane time 
the lawman was attempting to take pictures. One person one-half mile west of the 
location reported that her horses acted "spooky" around midnight, and were still act¬ 
ing odd the next morning. 

Another neither further west reported that his dogs ". . .threw a fit, like 
they were scared to death. They will bark and howl when they hear coyotes, but they 
were carrying on so much that it woke me up about 11 : 15 ." 

Another resident approximately two miles southeast of the location reported see¬ 
ing a glowing object crossing the sky around mldni^t, but when she awakened her hus¬ 
band, the object was gone and he thought she had been dreaming. 

The lawman also reported strange beharlor in wild animals near the scene of the 

slating. "I- saw seweral skunks and owls, and many more rabbits in the road than you 

usually see at night," he said. 

"None of them would run back in the brush when I approached them. One small pack 
of coyotes ran a few yards when I 'shooed' them, but they stopped and wouldn't leare 
the road," he added. (Around And About bitten by Rlok R. Hilberg) 

UrO HETMSPECTIVE 

(EDITOR'S NOTE ; Twenty-fiye years ago - 1964 - was Indeed a very strange year. Many 
things happened that would change history and haye a big imi>act on America and her 
standing in the world oomnrunlty. President Johnson ramroded the "Tonkin Gulf" Reso¬ 
lution through Congress to "legalize" America's entry into the Vietnam War; the pop¬ 
ulation of the Hal^t-Ashbury District increased dramatically with the influx of the 
"hippy generation;" the Peace Moyement began in earnest on college campuses; Sport's 
Illustrated ran their first "swimsuit issue," and the Cleyeland Indians did not, as 
usual, do anything spectacular on the baseball field. 

1964 was also a big year in UFOlogy. There were many good sightings, some of 
which even generated much front-page publicity. One of the biggest was the 24 April 
incident by Lonnie Zamora in Socorro, New Mexico. That slating still generates much 
discussion today in UFO circles. 

The following is taken from the September I 964 issue of James W. Moseley's out¬ 
standing publloatlon, SAUCER NEWS. I hope you find it interesting. - RSE) 

NEW MEXICO POLICEl'iAM HERS LANDED SAUCER AND "LITTLE MEN" : 

On April 24 th, the sensational recent saucer flap began. The first incident was 
one of the most oonvinoing UFO sittings of all times, in that the principal witness 
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was a police officer whose sincerity not even the Air Force could question. As a 
matter of fact, officer Loxinle Zamora was vouched for by Br. Lincoln la Ibis, Ameri¬ 
ca's foremost authority on sMteorltes, who had known the policeman for a period of 
sixteen years! 

The several newspaper versions of the Incident conflict In sosie details, but 
the story supplied to us by NICAP's New York Subcommittee Is probably the most accu¬ 
rate, as NICAP members have contacted Zamora directly. Here are the fact si 

At about 6 p.m. Zamora was on duty In hla patrol car about a mile north of So¬ 
corro, New Mexico, when he suddenly heard a roaring noise. Thinking It might be an 
explosion In a nearby dynamite shack or a car blowing up, he quickly decided to Inves¬ 
tigate further. From a distance of about 1^0 yards he saw an egg-shaped metallic or 
white object, resting on the ground In a gulley. There were two glrder-llke legs vis¬ 
ible on the side of the craft facing Zamora, and the bottom of the object was Just a- 
bove a bush which he knew to be about four feet high. Near the UFO were two figures, 
small In stature, like children, and humanoid in form. Zamora could make out no fa¬ 
cial details at that distance, but he said that they did not appear to be wearing hel¬ 
mets. The figure farthest from him turned and apparently saw him. 

There were red markings on the side of the craft. These were apparently lettering 
of some type, but he could make no sense out of then. (According to an alternative ver¬ 
sion, Zamora saw only the letter "V" with three lines through It, while another story 
has It that he was requested by the Air Force not to divulge the nature of the markings.) 
As the policeman approached closer to the object. It began to roar again and raise a 
cloud of dust. The two figures were no longer visible, and Zamora supposed that they 
had entered the craft, despite the fact that he had not noticed any windows, doors, or 
other openings. Zasiora was now frl^tened, and turned to run. The noise then stopped. 

He looked back and saw the UFO slowly rising from the ground. It went over the top of 
the dynamite shack, and remained at a low altitude as It continued on In horlsontal 
fli^t and eventually disappeared from view. (Our paraphrasing of the NICAP report 
ends here.) 

Thereupon the State Police, F.B.I., and Air Force were contacted. The latter sent 
their foremost Investigator, Br. J. Allen ^nek, to the scene, together with Sergeant 
David Moody from Wrlght-Ititterson Air Force Base In Dayton, Ohio. However, by the time 
Br. I^ek arrived five days after the Incident, the landing site was so trampled by the 
curious that little of scientific value could be obtained. But all of the early arri¬ 
vals to the spot had noticed a burned area where the UFO had been, and four wedge-shaped 
Impressions In the hard desert floor, where the legs of the object bad stood. There was 
also something resembling paw marks or heel marks. Bynek talked to Zamora for almost a 
full day, and to other local people. Hynek even had Zamora re-enact the Incident, after 
which he admitted being more disturbed than ever! 

Br. Ifynek was without a doubt gen\ilnely puzzled, and said that he had not cobm upon 
anything similar In his previous investigations for the Air Force. He was bothered by 
the fact that there was no radar confirmation and no other witnesses. However, these 
are not serious objections In our opinion. If a Cuban helicopter could land recently at 
Miami International Airport without being identified on radar as a hostile craft (in 
spite of our military alert In that area!), then this UFO, flying at low altitude as 
Lonnie Zamora described it, need not have been noticed on radar either. Furthermore It 
is interesting to note that on Kiy 22Qd - alioost exactly a month after the Socorro Inci¬ 
dent - Holloman Air Force Base In New Mexico tracked two UFO's which were In the vicinity 
of White Sands, thus proving that at least some Incidents In the recent flap did have 
radar confirmation! 

As for there being no other witnesses. It seems that the Air Force and NICAP have 
one thing In common. In that they have overlooked the published testimony of a tourist 
who was traveling north on Route 83 and saw Zamora's UFO Just before It landed In the 
gulley! Opal Grinder, mamager of Whiting Brothers' Service Station Just north of So¬ 
corro, said that an u^dentifled man stopped at the station and told him that a strange 
-looking craft had flown over his car at low altitude. The tourist also commantad that 
he had seen a iwlloe car heading up the hlU. This was Zamora's car! Grinder did not 
attach any Importance to the traveler's remarks until later, when he heard about Zamora's 
slating. 
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Then, between 7:30 and 6:00 that saae eTenln^, another aan drlrlng north on Route 
83 saw the aaae or a similar object. Ve do not know idiether he was interriewed bj Rjr- 
nek, but in any case his story went out over the Assooiated Firess. The nan In ques¬ 
tion was George Mltropolis, a resident of Albuquerque. He said that he turned off his 
car engine as ths object went by at low altitude, and heard a noise "like muffled 
Jets.” The thing had a luminous glow. There were no lights, but the glow underneath 
the craft looked like exhaust flames. The stxui^ge object looked to Mltropolis like 
"an upside down bathtub.” The startled trareler reported the UFO to two men In anoth¬ 
er oar, and later to the polloe and newspapers. 

In regard to the Socorro Incident, Ur. Hynek had this to say after completing his 
on-the-spot inyestigatlon: ”Mr. Zamora's story Is simply told, and osrtainly without 
any Intent to perpetrate a hoax. It Is told by a aan obrlously was frl^tened bad¬ 
ly by tdiat he saw. He certainly must hare seen something.” Ur. La Ika, to whom Zamora 
had sent meteorite reports orer the years, was quoted as saying: ”I hare had contacts 
with Officer Zamora in my work, and he Is a thoroughly dependable obseryer.” la Baz, 
Incldently, belieyes that Zamora saw a U.S.-made experimental craft, thou^ the Air 
Force has denied that we haye anything answering suoh a description. 

As of this writing, the Air Force admits haying no solution to the Zamora case, 
and If none is found, it will be carried in their files as UNKNOWN! 

the second new MEXICO LANDING : 

Another sensational saucer landing occurred near the town of la Madera, New Mexico, 
within hours of the Socorro incident. At about 12:30 a.m., Orlando Gallegos, who was 
yisitlng his father's horns there, went outside to chase away some horses. It was then 
that he saw a strange craft of some sort sitting on the ground in a grayel area. He was 
about 200 feet from It, and was afraid to get any closer. When Gallegos first sighted 
the UFO, there was a ring of blue flame erupting from numerous Jets around the bottom of 
the craft. He heard no noise, and as he watched, the flaises were turned off. GcQlegos 
did not see anyone or anything mowing around outside the UFO. 

He returned to his father's house and told the family about the Incident, but appa¬ 
rently they were all too frightened to go outside to take a look. Gallegos' wife later 
described him as looking "badly shaken.” He returned twloe more, alone, to gaze in a- 
mazement at the object. He said that it was made of a shiny metallic substance, hsui no 
windows, and was as long as a telephone pole and about 14 feet in circumference. It was 
egg-shaped and resembled a large butane tank. 

The next morning, feeling brayer In the dayll^t, the family went out to take a 
look. The UFO was gone, thou^ the ground was still smoldering! Local polloe were no- 
Ifled, and found a large charred area, strange marks in the ground reselling paw 
prints, and depressions similar to those found at Socorro. As a matter of fact. It Is 
reliably reported that the ground was still smoldering twenty hours after the sighting! 
The charred area, seen by police, Air Force officials, and many other people, was about 
20 feet in diameter. large rooks within the area showed eyldence of extreme heat, 
while others a few feet away were not damaged at all. Eyen pieces of glass and natal 
were found melted and fused. A police officer yentured the opinion that no fuel pre¬ 
sently known to mankind would leaye the sort of traces found at La Madera. He also felt 
that the eyldence Indicated an extreme heat of short duration. We do not yet know what 
conclusions. If any, were formulated by the Air Force. 

TWELVE SHOTS TTBRn AT FLYING SAUCER : 

A news report dated April 28th, Just four days after the Socorro Incident, tells of 
another astonishing occurrence In New Mexico. Don Adams of Edgewood, N.M., saw a glow¬ 
ing green-colored object about 23 feet long, hoyering only 100 feet aboye the ground, as 
he was drlying his car late on the ni^t of the 27th. As he droye under the object, his 
car stalled. (This Is Just one more case of the strange electromagnetic effects of 
saucers. - Editor.) Thereupon, the young aan got out and fired six shots at the UFO, 
then reloaded and fired again. The first six bullets hit the saucer and were heard to 
boimce off It. Adams was not sure If the next six hit the object or not. By that time 
the UFO was drifting silently northwards. Originally, it had been directly oyer his 
head! Once the saucer had left the yiclnity, his automobile performed normally again. 
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
